W a sh in g to n , Dec. 13.—It is claimed 
th a t the railroad pooling bill 
will

change. 
On motion of Mr. Brecken­ 
ridge

the 
house 
w ent into committee of the whole yes­ 
terday for the consideration of the 
urgency deficiency appropriation bill. 
The bill carried $2,006,295, but there 
were 
only 
tw o 
disputed items— 
the 
appropriation of 
$245,000 for 
the collection of the income tax and 
$250,000 for the expenses of special ex­ 
am iners of the pension office. 
An at­ 
tem pt to secure an agreem ent fixing 
the lim it of general debate failed, ow­ 
ing to the objections of Mr. B artlett 
of New York, who was at the head of 
the opposition to the income tax, and 
Mr. Henderson of Iowa who led the 
•opposition to the appropriation for the 
special examiners of the pension office. 
Mr. Henderson (Iowa) and Mr. Coch­ 
ran (N. Y.) both hoped for the repeal 
of “this odious tax.” A fter a short 
speech by Mr. Breckinridge, in which 
lie defended the income tax, Mr. B art­ 
lett moved to strike out the appropria­ 
tion for the collection of income tax. 
Defeated, 54—127. 
Mr. Sickles (dem., N. Y.) asserted 
the right of congress to arrest the ex­ 
ecution of a law, claiming th a t such 
arrest did not mean the nullification 
of the law. 
Mr. Henderson (rep., Iowa) moved to 
reduce the appropriation for pension 
examiners from $250,000 to $125,000, 
criticising severely the conduct of the 
pension office. 
Mr. Sickels (dem., N. Y.) repudiated 
the charge of wholesale fraud made 
Against pensioners and declared his 
unalterable opposition to the appro­ 
priations unless it could be authorita­ 
tively shown the pension examiners 
provided for by it were employed in 
aiding, instead of em barrassing, de­ 
serving claimants. 
W ithout action on the amendment 
‘the committee rose. 
Thursdays, Dec. 20, was set aside for 
exercises in connection w ith the dedi- 
• cation, of the statues of John Stark and 
Daniel W ebster and the second Satur­ 
day in February for tributes to the 
memory of the late Representative 
W right of Pennsylvania.

Lym an J. Gage B efore th e B anking and 
Currency Com m ittee. 
W a s h in g to n , Dee. 13.—A letter was 
read from Lyman J. Gage, the promi­ 
n en t banker and financier of Chicago. 
a t the opening of the hearing of the 
house committee on banking and cur­ 
rency 
yesterday. 
Mr. 
Gage 
had 
been invited to appear before the com­ 
m ittee, but as he was unable to come 
his views were briefly summarized by 
letter. 
Referring to the recommendations of 
the President and secretary of the 
treasury, Mr. Gage says: 
“Agreeing 
w ith the eriticisms made by the officers 
of the government as to the present 
weakness of our situation and the great 
desirability of separating the govern­ 
m ent from the direct responsibility of 
currency issues, I am persuaded th at 
the 
country is not ready to ac­ 
cept their recommendations as to the 
methods proposed. 
“In making any change the method 
should be so simple th at all can com­ 
prehend it, and it should be seen th at 
the incidental effects would not be in 
:any direction 
disturbing 
to trade, 
commerce 
or 
industry. 
I believe 
the “ Baltimore 
plan” 
carries the 
true principles of a credit currency, 
but we can not reach it by any one 
step, and years may intervene before 
it can be realized. 
In the mean time 
the way for the government to step 
•out of the currency business and place 
the burden of redemption on the banks 
is plain. 
“ Authorize the issue of $250,000,000 
of

bonds 
pay­ 
able 
at

may elect (twenty-five years desirable) 
to be offered to subscribers at par. Ac­ 
cept in payment United States legal 
tender notes or treasury notes, the 
same to be canceled. 
“ Amend the national bank act so 
th at banks can obtain note issues to 
I he face value of bonds deposited as 
security for circulation. 
Reduce the 
tax on circulating notes to one half of 
I per cent. 
“ This done,national bank notes would 
make good the vacuum caused by the re 
tirem ent of government notes. 
In fact 
there would be some expansion under 
it, to be followed later by some con­ 
traction through forced redemption of 
hank issues if it be true,as some claim, 
th a t the volume of circulating media in 
the United States is larger than can be 
m aintained and th at the outflow of 
gold is nature’s method of equalizing 
things, 
lf this be so, if contraction 
through the exportation of gold or by a 
retirem ent of a portion of the paper 
money, be

sequence of 
our situation, then in th at case the 
government being safe from demands, 
the banks with circulation outstanding 
would be obliged to bring their issues 
w ithin narrow er limits.

No Special Meeting to Consider a Sus­ 
pension of Legal Proceedings—M at­ 
ter May Come Up at the Regular 
Session Next Monday Evening— 
Mayor Thoroughgood's Course. 


G. G. Sutherland gives up his post 
as receiver of the Janesville W ater Co. 
today. 
The company gives a $10,000 
bond and takes possession of its prop­ 
erty again under an order from the 
supreme court 
staying proceedings 
until the appeal can be heard. 
The 
appeal is from Judge B ennett’s order 
appointing a xeceiver and probably 
will be argued in April. 
The order granting a stay was 
made late yesterday afternoon. 
Jus­ 
tice Pinney wrote the order. The last 
clause reads as follows: 
“ Further ordered, th a t upon the 
filing of such bonds and upon service 
of notice thereof and upon the pay­ 
ment of the fees of the clerk of this 
court on this motion, the said receiver 
shall and do deliver to the corporation 
any property or funds of the copora- 
tion of which he may have taken pos­ 
session as such receiver.” 
Proposition for a Conference. 
The proposition th at attorneys for 
the w ater company meet attorneys for 
the city and investigate the actual cost 
of the plant, was amended in some re­ 
spects this morning, an additional stip­ 
ulation being added by Attorney Hy­ 
zer.

“ General Swaim was tried by court 
m artial in 1884 on charges of having 
defrauded a banker on a certificate o* 
deposit and of conniving a t the dupli 
cation of another officer’s pay roll 
He was convicted, but the sentence 
was light, and was set aside for that 
reason by President A rthur. A second 
tria l had the same result. 
On a thiid 
trial, early in 1885, the sentence o 
the court was th a t he should be sus­ 
pended from duty twelve years on 
half pay, and it was approved as one 
of President A rthur’s la it official acts. 
This sentence has been running unti 
General Swaim bas nearly reached the 
age a t which he may be retired. 
The 
president, however, a few days sg< 
rem itted the rem ainder of the sen­ 
tence and restored Swaim to duty 
an action which will enable him to 
retire on December 22 on full pay! 
“ Another striking co-incidence in 
the case of Swaitn and Doe is th a t the 
same f anet onary who rem itted the 
sentence of the one, honored the other 
by appointing bim assistant secretary 
cf w ar at a time when the roster ras­ 
cality with which Doe was so conspic 
uously connected was a m atter of put' 
lie scandal and notoriety throughout 
W iteonsin and the whole northwest.

deluge in the cuneiform character, 
entitle him to the very highest rank 
among m odern scientific explorers. 
W hether the fact can be said to 
have had anything to do with his sub­ 
sequent tastes and character or not, 
H enry Austen Layard had w hat may 
be term ed a cosmopolitan origin. 
He 
-was the son of Henry P. J. Layard, of 
the Ceylon civil service, an English­ 
man, his m other was a Spaniard, he 
was born in Paris and was educated 
in Italy. 
These facts were made a 
m atter of com plaint against him when 
-he first w ent before a British con­ 
stituency, but he turned the electors 
in his favor by w ittily asking them 
whether, if a man were born in a 
stable, they would call him a horse. 
The date of his birth was March 5, 
1817. 
After a youth spent mainly in 
Italy he w ent to London in 1833 to 
stu d y for the bar. 
B ut the law had 
no attractions for him, and a few 
years afterw ard he started an expedi­ 
tion which laid the foundations of the 
special knowledge of which he was 
afterw ard to make such im portant 
use. 
Eld ward Milford, a friend of Lay­ 
ard’s, was starting for Ceylon, and 
both young men decided to travel 
together, and as far as possible by 
land. 
Layard was fired by the pros­ 
pect of adventure, and armed with 
introd i.ction from Sir John MacNeill 
(then ju st retired from the Persian 
court), and from Sir Charles Fellows, 
who had traveled extensively in Asia 
Minor, and w ith the necessary in 
structions from the geographical so­ 
ciety, w ith a few instrum ents for tak­ 
ing observations, and w ith the requi­ 
site letters of credit, the two young 
men set out accross Albania, Roumania 
and Turkey on their journey.

were w ithout attendants and alm ost 
w ithout baggage, they knew little 
Arabic and less Persian, and their 
saddlebags contained little more than 
a change of clothes, a few note books 
and a medicine chest. 
A fter a short time Layard found 
him self a t the ruins of Nimroud, be­ 
lieved to be the site of ancient Nine­ 
veh, “the birthplace of wisdom.” 
M. 
Botta, then French Consul a t Mosul, 
had been m aking excavations and 
Layard was anxious to examine the 
ruins more closely than had yet been 
<lone.

obtain 
the necessary 
permission. 
After 
much 
delay 


scriptions. 
Very many of these were 
ten t to England by Mr. Layard, to be 
placed in the British Museum, and to 
be carefully examined by oriental 
scholars. 
The arrival of these treas­ 
ures in London from the distant and 
mysterious east produced an effect in 
scientific circles and am ong the large 
body of cultivated Europeans who 
are interested in scientific research 
which can hardly be described as less 
than sensational 
While interest in his researches and 
his rem arkable achievements was a t 
its height Sir H enry’s book, 
“Nine­ 
veh and Its Remains,” was published. 
It attained an extraordinary sale for 
a book of its character and served still 
further to stim ulate national pride 
in the w*ork of a distinguished son. 
The house passed a vote of 93,000 to 
be expended and applied by the muse­ 
um trustees in continuing the excava­ 
tions under Layard’s personal super­ 
intendence. 
Layard's second book, 
“ Nineveh and Bablyon,” was issued 
in 1851, and a further im portant work, 
“Discoveries in the Ruins of Nineveh 
and Babylon, with travels in Armenia, 
K urdistan and the Desert,” in 1853. 
The account of the work he had un­ 
dertaken for the trustees of the B rit­ 
ish museum. 
Among other things Sir Henry be­ 
came the lion of London society. 
He 
had been appointed attache to the em­ 
bassy a t Constantinople, but remained 
there only a short time. 
Meanwhile 
honors fell thick upon him. 
L ater on 
he devoted himself to politics. 
His 
last m inisterial appointm ent was th a t 
of chief commissioner of works in Mr. 
Gladstone’s governm ent formed 
in 
December, 1868, his conduct in which 
called forth considerable opposition. 
He 
retired 
from 
parliam ent and 
official life in 1869, when he was ap­ 
pointed 
m inister 
to 
Madrid. 
His 
views on the eastern question having 
commended him to Lord Beaconsfield, 
in April, 1877, he was sent as ambas­ 
sador to Constantinople, in succession 
to Sir Henry Elliot. 
In this capacity 
he negotiated the treaty for the Brit­ 
ish occupation of Cyprus; and his 
active assertion of the premier’s im­ 
perial policy procured him the Grand 
Cross of the Bath.
